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Professor Segel teaches Slavic literature and languages at Columbia University 
and is the head of the university's Institute on East Central Europe. Among 

his publications are: The Literature of Eighteenth Century Russia; The Baroque 
Poem: A Comparative Survey; Polish Romantic Drama; and Twentieth Century Russian 


Drama. He is currently working on a book about the rise of cabaret in Central 
Europe. 
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
